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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. Claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9, 10, 15-18, 21, 23 T 37 (renumbered claims 1-28) are 
allowed. Claims 3, 8, 11-14, 19, 20, 22 have been cancelled as per amendment. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claims 1, 21, 23, 29, 31, 33, 35; the prior art of record taken alone or 
in combination fail to teach a soft-state store to manage at least periodic refresh 
information for the plurality of devices and the plurality of device objects, the 
refresh information managed by the soft-state store as a plurality of soft-state 
variables. 

As per claim 30, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fail to 
teach a soft-state store to manage periodic heartbeats sent by each entity of the 
plurality of devices and the plurality of device objects in accordance with a 
refresh rate associated with each entity, wherein the soft-state store stores the 
heartbeats persistently if the refresh rate for the entity is lower than a 
predetermined threshold and volatilely if the refresh rate is greater than the 
predetermined threshold. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
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preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled
